Palmyra, Mo. I was then a proseaney 
in Pennsylvania State college. 

A new angle to the “snappy par- 
ties” given by Mrs. Palmer and Mrs. 
Wilson will be revealed today, Palmer 
said, when the story of the latter’s re 
lationship with Fred Frison, proprietor 
of the University pharmacy in Cham- 
will be narrated. 

“Carlson was at one time a member 
of the Zouave performers with Ring- 
ling Brothers’ circus,” Palmer contin- 
ved. “He has a good appearance. My 
wife became infatuated with him in 
the summer of 1919, while I was em- 
ployed in Toledo, O., as a consulting 
engineer.

Dr. R. M. Smith is brave 

enough to outline a scheme for the 

division of the time of boys between 6 

and 12 years of age. This scheme an- 

Swers these questions definitely, though

He says a boy 6 years of age should 
sleep twelve hours a day; at 8, eleven 
and one-half hours, and at 12, ten and 
one-half hours. During the school year 
school children must be awake by 7 in 
order to dress, eat.breakfast, attend 
to a few duties around the house, and 
get to school. This schedule means that 
a 6 year old boy must begin to get ready 
for bed not later than 6:30 in the even- 
ing, an 8 year old boy not later than 
7, one 10 years old not later than 7:30, 
and one 12 years ofd not later than 8. 

This schedule allows half an hour to 
undress, quiet down, and’ get to sleep. 
Even if the boy can sleep a half hour 
later in the morning and still carry out 
the morning’s schedule and get to 
school in time he must still commence 
getting ready for bed at 7 if he is 6 years 
old and at 8:30 if he is 12.

Since 
study out of school has no place on his 
program this schedule means two hours 
and forty-eight minutes a school day 
of actual study for a 6 year old boy, 
three hours and twenty-four minutes for 
a boy of 8, four hours and twelve minutes 
for a boy of 10, and four hours and a 
half for a boy of 12. 

In order to get the length of the school 
day for school administration period the 
time given to recess periods is added. 


In some schools all of the hour and 
a half shorter study period of the boys 
of 6 as compared with boys of 12 is con- 
sumed by longer recess periods, In 
others the younger children are dis- 
missed earlier. The younger boy should 
have more frequent recess periods than 
the older ones. His attention cannot be 
held for long and if he does not get a 
recess he takes it by looking out of the 
window. 

Dr. Smith does not advocate study at 
home even for 12 year old boys. All 
authorities agree that younger children 
should not study at home. I do not 
know that I agree that 12 year old boys 
should not study at home. 

He divides the remaining hours—hours 
per week given to exercise in five school 
days: For a 6 year old boy at school, 
seven at school and seven and one-half 
at home. 

For a 12 year old boy, twelve at school 
and twelve at home.

HOPE TO IMPROVE HOSPITALS. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 8.—[Special.] 
~The uneatisfactory condition under 
which thousands of world war veterans, 
wounded and ill, are struggling back to 
health, as reported by Col. Abel Davis 
at the American Legion convention in 
Chicago last week, are those which the 
present hospitalization program of the 
war risk insurance bureau was designed 
to correct,and are being rectified as 
speedily as possible, officials of the war 
risk bureau said today. 

The necessity for a change in the hos- 
pitalization of the disabled men is ad- 
mittedly urgent, and it is hoped that 
before the end of the year all patients 
may be transferred to government owned 
or controlled hospitals, where better and 
more specialized treatment can be given. 

At present about 19,000 disabled ex- 
service men and women are being car2d 
for in more than 1,000 hospitals scat- 
tered throughout the United States. So 
far more than half the patients are in 
private hospitals, including state and 
county sanitariums and other institu- 
tions, where the accommodations and 
professional personnel are admittedly in- 
adequate.

“TI have stopped feeding table scraps 
to my chickens,” said a north side 
poultry raiser who owns a flock of | 
fancy Wyandotts, “ because I lost four 
of my best layers and two prize win- 
ning show birds from garbage I gave 
them.” 

This experience has happened to 
other backyard poultry keepers in Chi- 
cago. In nearly every case the trou- 
ble has been traced directly to improp- , 
er handling.of waste that comes from | 
the kitchen. The garbage has been | 
‘dumped together in a can and allowed 
to remain for hours and even days ex- 
posed to the sun, where it decomposed. 
Fresh table scraps and kitchen waste 
in general never harm chickens if 
properly handled. Because of the high 
price of feeds the utilization of kitch- 
en waste has been common. Many 
have found that the tops of beets, car- 
rots, turnips cut up into fine pieces, 
watermelon and cantaloupe rinds, out- 
side leaves of cabbages, and waste let- 
tuce leaves are relished by hens. These 
waste parts of vegetables make an ex- 
cellent green food to take the place of 


ing the fowls in good condition.
